W ashington, Dec. 13.—The national 
Republican 
congressional

com m ittee w ent on record here as fa­ 
voring u special national convention 
of the R epublican party next year aud 
indorsed th ree plans as suggestions 
for reapportionm ent of delegates re p ­ 
resentation to future conventions. 
it was resolved by the com m ittee, 
called to g eth er by its chairm an, Rep­ 
resentative Woods, of iowa, th a t in its 
judgm ent: 
"A special national convention of 
the Republican party should be held 
as soon as practicable tor the purpose 
of taking action relative to tile ap p o r­ 
tionm ent of delegates to the national 
nom inating conventions of the p arty ; 
to the unit of representation; to tile 
full recognition of the prim ary laws 
of the various states pertaining to the 
election of delegates and m em bers of 
the national com m ittee, and Hie tim e 
w hen tile la tte r shall take office, and 
lo such o th er m atters as may seem 
d esirab le /' 
This resolution will be subm itted 
to Hie Republican national com m ittee, 
wide ii m eets in W ashington next T u es­ 
d a y to g eth er with the plans suggested

"In anv sta te where a reapportion 
m ent act has not been passed to pro
